Galveston, Tex., Sept. 7.— Following 
the sale of 50.000 acres of land in Co- 
ahu ila, Mexico, opposite Eagle Pass, 
Tex., to the Mormons, comes the re­ 
port from Prophet Hamilton Smith of 
the Mormon chu rch, that Diaz has 
promised the Mormons lib erty for the 
fu ll practice of their religion, which 
means polygamy withou t interference.

“The farm er prospers while the 
soil respon ds to his work an d y ields 
g ood crops; he ceases to do well when 
the soil refuses to respon d to tiis la­ 
bor. 
“The people of the older n ation s 
take care of soil fertility as a m atter of 
prime n ecessity an d lon g ag o ascer­ 
tain ed the proper succession of crops, 
their relation to the soil an d the feed­ 
in g of men an d an imals. 
They kn ew 
the soil m ust he fed an d the proper 
phy sical con dition s to main tain , an d 
learn ed from ex perien ce how to do it. 
“Durin g the short history of our 
coun try we have had n ew soils to draw 
upon when ex haustion resulted from 
the robbin g process, an d much of the 
n ation ’s prosperity is the eq uivalen t of 
what the soil has lost. 
Our people 
have been well fed. an d un til recen tly 
they have been cheaply fed. 
This has 
been due in part n o doubt to the occu­ 
pan cy of lan d easily obtain able as soon 
i as the older refused to y ield abun dan t­ 
ly , an d is on e of the prime causes of 
farm desertion that are n ow attractin g 
so much atten tion . 
“The federal g overn men t is ex pen d­ 
in g larg e sum s to irrig ate more lan d, 
which is wise, but the amoun t of w ater 
impoun ded is small compared with the 
volume that flows to waste.

An international ex hibition of art, 
history and archaeology is to lie held 
in Rome from May to October. 1911.
